Stoll Kidnaper 
Is Spared by 
President 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—(?)— 
President Truman today commut- 
ed the sentence of Thomas H. Rob- 
énson Jr.. convicted kidnaper of 
e@ Louisville, Ky., society matron, 
from death in the electric chair to 
life imprisonment. 

The Justice Department said the 
President acted on the recommen- 
Gation of Atty. Gen. Biddle, who 
previously had recommended fo 


clemency. The department said 
Biddie’s reasons for changing his 
recommendation were contained 
in a letter to President Truman. 

Robinson, whose senterice was 
upheld March 5 by the United 
States Supreme Court, was await- 
ing death early next Friday in the 
Kentucky state penitentiary. He 
was charged with abducting Mrs. 
Alice Speed Stoll for $50,000 ran- 
som in 1934. 

The court had refused May 28 
for the second time to reconsider 
its decision declining to interfere 
with the execution. 

Mrs. Stoll was released after six

Hitler's Body Found, 


‘Russian § 


ource Says 


BERLIN, June 6.—(UP)—Adolf Hitler’s body has been found and 
identified with fair certainty, it was learned from a high Russian 


military source here today. 


The body, smoke-blackened and 
charred, was one of four discov- 
ered in the ruins of the great un- 
derground fortress beneath the 
new Reichschancellery after the 
fall of Berlin. 


These four bodies, any one of | 
which answered pretty well to 
Hitler’s description, were removed 
and carefully examined by Rus- 
sian Army physicians. All were 
badly burned from the flame 
throwers with which the Red 
Army soldiers finally cleared out 


that Hitler’s body has been found. 

The source added, however, 
that there seems little doubt that 
this actually is the corpse of Hit- 
ler. 


Examination of the body show- | 


ed that Hitler almost certainly 


‘died of poisoning. Whether this 


was self administered or whether 
Hitler was killed by one of his 
henchmen there is no sure means 
of knowing. 

It will be recalled, however, 
that Russian sources recently re-

Goebbels himself ap- 
parently committed suicide short- 
ly afterward, just before the last 
stronghold of Nazidom in Berlin 
fell to the Russians. 

Goebbels’ own body was discov: 
ered by the Russians in the same 
underground shelter, together with 
those of his wife and children. All 
had died by poisoning. Goebbels

His body was found practically 
decapitated by a shell splinter or 
explosive charge which had caught 
him full in the neck, almost tear- 
ing his head from his body. 

The bodies of Goebbels and his 
family also were badly burned, 
but were identified by the Rus- 
sians without too much difficulty, 

The Russians have given no hint 
as to how the bodies of Hitler, 
Goebbels and other Nazis found 
in Berlin have been disposed of. 
This probably will remain a secret 
for all time to guard against the 
possibility of Nazi fanatics trying 
to recover the bodies. 


Forest Fire Loss 
Greatly Reduced 
In South in 1944 


Approximately 96,473 acres of 
timber on southern National For- 
est Jands went up in smoke during 
1944, according to Regional For- 
ester Joseph C. Kircher. 

The acreage burned, however, 
was only slightly more than half 
that lost in forest fires during 
1943, Kircher pointed out. The re- 
duction of forest fires in the south 
was registered despite the fact 
that the total number of fires in- 
creased throughout the rest of the 
nation from 7,982 in 1943 to 8,372 
last year. 

In the southern region, foresters 
reported 2,180 man-caused fires 
anc 282 fires caused by lightning 
during 1944. The total was 1,389 
less than in 1943. In the Chatta- 
hoochee Nationa] Forest, the num- 
eber of fires was reduced from 117 
in 1943 to 78 in 1944, and the 
acreage burned from 3,870 to 1,293 
acres, 

“There is still a shocking num- 
ber of man-caused fires,” Kircher 
warned, “the result of carelessness 
with smoking materials, camp 
fires, brush burning, logging opera- 
tions and railroading, plus some 
fires intentionally started.” 

Foresters attributed the reduc- 
tion in fires to greater care by the 
general public because of a grow- 
ing understanding of the economic

Educators Hit

Draft Plans 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—(f/)— 
Peacetime draft proposals were as: | 
sailed on moral, racial and educa- 
tional grounds today as opponents 
opened their fight before the 
House Postwar Military Policy 
Committee. 

In the first of three days al- 
lotted to the opposition after two 
day of proponents’ testimony, 
spokesmen for a large segment of 
the nation’s educators urged defeat 
or postponement of consideration 
of universal training legislation 
until after the war. 


The American Council on Edu- 
cation, through A. J. Brumbaugh, 
vice president, saw in the plan to 
build up a large reserve army 
through peacetime inductions a 
threat of “regimentation of the 
mind.” 

“It is impossible,” he told the 
Woodrum committee, “to give only 
military training—the body cannot 
be regimented without comparable 
regimentation of the mind.” 

Enactment of draft legislation, 
he contended, would be an admis- 
sion “that we have no faith in col- 
lective security and international 
action.” 

A similar view was taken by the 
Rev. Dr. William J. Miller, presi- 
dent of the University of Detroit, 
who contended the legislation 
wuuld “create suspicion, mistrust 
and fear among our allies’ and 
would “stimulate a universal arma- 
ments race.” 

As an alternative, he called for 
“universal health and character 
education.” Father Miller spoke 
for the Michigan council to oppose 
military conscription. 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
through William H. Hastie, of 
Washington, assailed the proposal 
on the ground it would “permit 
the continuation of present racial 
segregation and discrimination in 
the armed forces.”

Mise Simms gave her name to 
city police as Jeanette Scott, and 
told them her husband was em- 
ployed by the FxslI. The police de- 
partment immediately advised the 
bureau, and the resulting investi- 
gation revealed her identity.

“TI ran as far as I could and 
when I couldn’t run any farther I 
shot them,” Brown quoted Thrift 
as saying in his confession. 

FBI agents say that Thrift’s 
home shows evidence of his “feud” 
with the bears. They say they 
found about 40 bear skulls hung 
about. the fences of Thrift’s house. 

“He said he had been taking a 
shot at the bears every time he 
saw one,” Brown reported. 

J. Saxto., Daniel, United States 
attorney, filed formal charges of 
murder against Thrift before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Alma F. 
Hardy. The hearing was set for 
Monday in order to allow Thrift 
to obtain a lawyer and to summon 
witnesses. 

“IT want to get me a lawyer and 
get my witnesses here,” Thrift 
told Hardy. 

FBI men said they had no trou- 
ble in arresting Thrift. He told 
them, he said, that he had been 
“feeling bad for the last couple of 
days and I’ve been just laying 
around the house.” The agents 
brought him here to the Ware 
county jail, where they reported 
he made his confession. 

Thrift, a distant relative of 
Crews, is reported to have said 
that he had been “feuding” for 
Martin for some years. He claim- 
ed, the agents say, that Martin’s

The arrest of Thrift brought to 
an end one of the greatest man- 
hunts in the Okefenokee swamp 
area.

Finally, after an hour and a 
half, Sabath called for a vote on 
FEPC, but on motion of Repre- 
sentative Smith, Democrat, Vir- 
ginia, the committee adjourned 
unti. this afternoon. At the after- 
noon session the committee en- 
countered difficulty in maintain- 
ing a quorum. Several members 
left hastily after a nose-count 
showed their departure would 
prevent a quorum.

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Red-Baiters Are Not Representative 


Moscow newspapers reflect a growing 
Russian concern over continued attacks on 
the Soviet government by Red-baiting 
members of the American fourth estate. 


The Russian army publication, Red 
Star, yesterday charged that prominent 
American papers—notably members of 
the Hearst, McCormick, Patterson axis— 
were endeavoring to prepare public opin- 
ion for war between the United States and 
Soviet Russia. 


The Red Star article cited specific in- 
stances: “Red Wave Threatens to Drown 
Christian Civilization” in Hearst’s New 
York Journal-American, “Soviet Union Is 
Only Aggressor in World” in McCormick's 
Chicago Tribune, and an article warning 
of a Russian invasion of Alaska in Pat- 
terson’s New York Daily News. 


_ Such papers, as well as lesser members 
of the isolationist press, have become in- 
creasingly outspoken in their vendettas 
against Russia since peace came to Europe. 
Thev have seized every indication of dis- 


unity among the victorious United Na- 
tions to prate of the inevitability of a con- 
flict between the eastern and western A#- 
lies. And the Russians, by the refusal of 
their San Francisco delegation to make in- 
dicated concessions and compromises, have 
provided them with ample ammunition 
for their poison pen barrage. 


What the Russians must realize, of 
course, is that papers like the Chicago 
Tribune and the New York Journal-Amer- 
ican neither speak the official views of 
the American government nor reflect the 
public sentiments of the American people. 
These papers constitute an extremely 
small minority of the American press and 
their rabid mouthings are of no great in- 
fluence even with the relatively few per- 
sons who read them. 


The vast majority of American news- 
papers, including virtually all of any con- 
siderable editorial influence, have been 
fair and impartial in their treatment of 
Russia. 


A Preventative---And a Life Saver 


Of all the testimony which the House 
Postwar Military Policy Committee has 
heard to date on the subject of peacetime 
compulsory training, the most impressive, 
to our wav of thinking, came from a vet- 
eran of the present war. 


This soldier, a member of the first con- 
tingent to go overseas in World War II, 
said that his particular unit was made up, 
50 per cent of men with a year’s training, 
and 50 per cent of draftees with little more 
than basic training—at that time from 
nine to 14 weeks. 


Combat casualties were more than 


twice as high in the latter group as in» 


the former, he said, the men with longer, 
and hence more adequate, training be- 
ing better able to protect themselves in 
their first hand-to-hand conflict with the 
enemy. 


A program of compulsory military 
training, in short, not only acts to prevent 
wars, it also serves to save the lives of our 
fighting men in the unhappy eventuality 
that war develops. If for no other rea- 
son than this latter, we should immedi- 
ately adopt one. 


Christians and Jews Together 


On yesterday the Atlanta Council of 
Christians and Jews had its first meeting 
of the 1945 campaign. Last year the first 
really state-wide solicitation of funds was 
undertaken and this year an even more 
emphatic appeal will be made on the basis 
of a greater organization. 


Citizens of Atlanta and Georgia ought 
seriously to take this appeal to heart. It 
does not ask a great deal. Its national 
budget is, in comparison with others, most 
modest. It has done a good job. The 
money is well spent, largely in educa- 
tional work and in personal appearances 


of leaders of the three faiths in service 
camps and before civilians. 


Its mission is simple. It seeks to dem- 
onstrate there is no reason for any hostile 
feelings between peoples on the basis of 
religion. All believe in the fatherhood of 
God. There is no justification for an- 
tagonisms. ‘ 


Since Georgia is a Protestant state, 
there being relatively a small number of 
Catholics and Jews in the state, there is 
every reason why Protestant Christians 
should register their Christian support of 
this work. 


The State’s New Health Advisory Council

The Honeymoon Is 
Drawing to a Close 


That well-known political bride, Harry S. 
Truman, has baked the first pan of political 
biscuits not unanimously acclaimed by congress 
mother used to bake ... and the honeymoon is 
about over ... as everyone knew it would be when Harry S. 
Truman met his first domestic issue. 

He met it like a man—sending a strong note to the house on the 
FEPC measure. 

It is not my purpose here to discuss that measure, except inci- 
dentally. I have not read the bill. I do have grave doubts about 
the present measures. But I do want to talk a little about President 
Truman. 

He is not, we may all be thankful, another Careful Cal Coolidge. 
That.was the label some of his critics tried to pin on him when 
destiny called him to the presidency of one of the gréat world 


as just the kind 


powers. 


He is a man. And he stands up like one. 

The first domestic decision to cause some wincing was his de- 
mand upon congress for enactment of immediate legislation to 
increase unemployment insurance so that the nation might not sutter 
a depression and, more important, discontent, during the transition 
from war work to peacetime work. It is estimated there will be 
an increase in unemployment from 800,000 as of today to about 


2,000,000 within two more months. 
No Dole There are those who believe we should suffer it out, 
letting the economic chips fall where they may. They 
are almost inevitably the same persons who are greatly agitated 
about Socialism and Communism. In their stupidity they do not 
see that if this nation acquires several millions of unemployed 
persons in a period when prices of all commodities are high and 
when congress is having pressure put on it to remove controls so 
that prices may go twice as high, great damage will be done to 
the fabric of our way of life, about which we have heard so much, 

Nothing could, or would, push this country toward socialization 
of more of its activities than a period of depression and accom- 
panying unemployment at a time when the cost of living is as high 
as it is, 

Yet the same forces which seek to remove controls by abolish- 
ing OPA, so that prices may double and triple on every item of 
food and consumer goods, are those who oppose the covering of 
those legitimately unemployed by the shutting down of war plants 
and the lagging employment opportunities in peacetime plants 
by unemployment insurance. They are, ironically enough, as | 
already have said, those who lead the chorus which loudly de- 
plores the so-called drift toward Socialism. They, and their kind, 


have created whatever drift we have. 

The FEPC No more controversial domestic measure has come 
before the country than the FEPC, the Fair Em- 

ployment Practices Committee. 

Instituted early in the war, it had as its primary purpose the 
obtaining of a sufficient amount of manpower in war plants and 
the ending of discrimination preventing that. 

It should be recorded that the first cases before the FEPC were 
not those involving Negroes, but native-born, loyal Japanese and 
Chinese on the west coast, and, secondly, discriminations on the 
basis of religion. Some firms were advertising for “Protestant 
only,”* “Gentile only.” 

The FEPC inevitably became, however, almost entirely a Negro 
issue, the Negro being our largest minority group. It is worth 
recording, however, that before it became such an issue on a na- 
tional basis, a great advance was made in voluntary compliances. 
It also must be recorded that until this day much of the objection 
to it has come from unions as well as from employers. Many of 
those now opposing, including Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, 
say they approved the original intent of the measure. 

The FEPC obtained the support of almost all the political 
figures of the east, where large Negro populations in cities made 
it politically expedient to be for it. 

So, inevitably and unfortunately, it drifted on until it became 
what it is today, a measure in which the south has been isolated 
as its chief regional opposition. 

Blame for this must, in part, be laid at the doors of some of 
the administrators of the committee’s regulations. They were, too 
often, not administrators, but reformers who tried to bring about 
great social reforms in their work. Too often they lacked the slight- 
est amount of diplomacy or understanding of human nature and 
blundered their way into emotional situations which need not have 
occurred. 

Part of the blame alsb must be laid at the doors of those who 
attempted to make far-fetched applications of ‘the regulat..ns in a 
manner not contemplated by the original executive decree.

City of the Future 
May Soon Be Reality 


There came to my desk this week a beauti- 

tifully illustrated booklet showing the achieve- 

ments of one of the best known and largest 

firms of architects, engineers and managers in the country, which 
has its principal office in Atlanta. 

There are pictures of industrial plants, municipal utilities, audi- 
toriums, war training installations, etc., etc.,. which are, in the 
main, beautiful examples of the finest in modern-day architecture 
and construction. Buildings of streamlined beauty, classic in their 
purity of line. Buildings which add to the delight of any panorama. 

After glancing through this booklet my eye wandered and I 
looked, for awhile, through my office windows. And the comparison 
was rather shocking. 

We of Atlanta are proud of the physical appearance of our city. 
We have delightful residential sections. Our trees make many 
areas scenes of arboreal loveliness. 

We are proud, too, of some of our great buildings. 

Yet most of our buildings are, it must be confessed, nothing to 
brag about architecturally. There are, for every building worthy 
of civic pride, a score of old, red brick edifices that are the antithe- 
sis of pleasure to the beholding eye. 

Probably the scene from my window compares unfavorably with 
many others. There are too many of these old, boxlike things of 
crumbling brick. And the railroad gash is directly opposite, across 
a few roofs, and there is still smoke to soil and damage the build- 
ings within my view. 

The trouble, of course, is that we can’t modernize an entire city 
at one swoop. We build new and altogether praiseworthy edifices, 
here and there, but the old neighbors remain and the result is 
patchwork. With far more eyesores than beauty spots. 

As example, think of the newly-fronted city audi- 
Ar Example torium, and Hurt park. That is, probably, the 
most attractive spot in downtown Atlanta. The auditorium, the 
colored fountain, the park and the attractive rear facade of the 
Hurt building complement each other. But think of how much 
more attractive that place would be were the ancient, crumbling 
buildings that line Gilmer street, on the south side of the park, 
and some of those along Edgewood, on the north, torn down and 
replaced With carefully selected, modern construction. 

I imagine that such architectural planners as the firm which 
sent me that booklet would like nothing better—artistically. for- 
getting sordid finance for the nonce—than the opportunity to re- 
plan, redésign and rebuild a modern city entire. 

You have seen illustrations of magazines that go in for ma- 
terial prophecy, of what the cities of the future will look like? 
They probably won't because, always, there will be outmoded, 
decaying buildings to spoil the whole. Cities are not constructed 
as units, but piecemeal, building by building, block by block. 

There is, however, opportunity today, in some parts of the 
world, for virtua] rebuilding of entire cities, within the next few 


years. 
These are the cities which have been de- 
Destroyed by War stroyed, almost entirely, by war. 

Of course, in Europe, the completely wrecked cities are mostly 
German. And we don’t know when or how the Germans wil! find 
the means to rebuild, let us say, Berlin. Nor do we care, particu- 
larly. After what they did to others, none of us will worry if 
a lot of Germans have to live in caves or holes in the ground for 
a good many years to come. 

But there is wonderful opportunity for sectional planning, at 
least, in the rebuilding of wide areas in London and in other Brit- 
ish cities that were hard hit by enemy air attack. Think of the 
opportunity there is for modern, attractive housing projects in those 
slum areas of old London, around the docks of Tilbury, say, which 
were bombed and burned into desolation in the days of the Luft- 
waffe blitz. 

There is, too, Coventry. As we understand reports, the entire 
central area of Coventry was wiped out. What sort of a new 
Coventry do British architects and builders envision? 

There are many such places, offering opportunity for real dem- 
onstration of the architectural dream of the clean, beautiful, glorious 
cities of the future. 

There are, of course, the cities of Japan, too. They appear to 
be in the process of utter, complete wrecking. How will the Japa- 
nese rebuild—if they can—when they have seen wisdom and sur- 
rendered to end the war? 

We of America have always considered ourselves further ad- 
vanced along the road of modernism, in all material ways of life, 
than other nations. 

We are apt, however, to trail the procession when the war- 
struck nations recover from their recent ordeal and realize tne 
preliminary job, the wrecking of the old, is already done.

We Should Define 
Our Surrender Terms 


WASHINGTON — Dispatches from  Pacifie 

= naval headquarters at Guam reveal that Ameri- 

*, can Superfortresses have been showering Japan’s 

largest cities daily with at least 500,000 leaflets advising the Japs 
to quit before their country is totally destroyed. 

During the past week, also, the Japanese home radio has been 
heard complaining about the leaflets. Some of them have borne 
a message “To the People of Japan,” written by President Truman 
and bearing uis signature. 

Evidently the Japanese governing heads are disturbed over the 
possible effect of the leaflets because they are urging their people 
to disregard them. 

We do not know the context of the message President Truman 
has addressed to the people of Japan, but presumably it follows 
the line of his recent report to congress on the war situation, in 
which he sought to point out to the Nipponese the wisdom of meet- 
ing our unconditional surrender terms before all is lost to them. 

All of that is very well as far as it goes, but it does not seem 
to go-far enough. We need to consider more closely the peculiar 
operations of the Japanese mind. Unconditional surrender to us 
means quite a different thing than it does to them. 

So far as known the term has never 


No Official Definition $2.0" detinea officially, We have 


never set forth precisely the conditions involved in our uncondi- 
tional surrender demands, yet we as Americans know generally of 
its meaning. It means that we will require the complete capitu- 
lation of all Japanese military and naval forces, punishment of the 
war guilty, and the restoration of all territory seized by the Japs 
through conquest. 

It means, moreover, the destruction of all heavy industry held 
by the Japs which might be capable of building a new war ma- 
chine, the shattering of the Japanese military clique just as we 
propose to uproot the German general staff as an agency for plan- 
ning future wars. Japanese possessions on the Asiatic mainland 
are to be ceded to China, under its terms; the various islands we 
have taken from them in the Pacific are to be kept by us. 

The Japs probably have an entirely different conception of 
unconditional surrender. They undoubtedly think of it in terms of 
the conditions they would apply if they were victorious over us.

What It Would Mean to Us for the Scripps-Howard chain of 


newspapers has given us an idea of what the Japanese conception 
is. Unconditional surrender in reverse to them would mean the 
Japanese annexation of Hawaii and Alaska, together with all of the 
United States and Canada west of the Rockies, which would have 
the effect of making the Pacific a Japanese lake? 

In addition, unconditional surrender to them would mean the 
privilege of looting all of our art treasures, the taking of all of our 
gold back to Tokyo, the confiscation of our merchant marine, the 
removal of our machinery and plants to Japan—and, in short, every- 
thing of value here that they could lay their hands on. 

Not only this, but they would be expected to impress a number 
of our people into slave labor, particularly our scientists and tech- 
nicians, whom they would seek to use in the industrial development 
of their own country. 

The United States would be stripped to the bone of all its re- 
sources. Everything of value would be taken away from us. 

That is the only form of unconditional surrender the Japs are 
capable of understanding. Those are the terms they have imposed 
on the peoples they have overrun. 

The very thought of what they would do to us if they ever 
gained the upper hand is enough to make every red-blooded Ameri- 
can want to see them exterminated as a race completely. 

But since we are more civilized and don’t do things that way, 
we might as well let the Japanese people know just what we do 
mean by unconditional surrender. The conditions involved tin our 
demands are so mild in comparison to their own aims that it should 
be to our advantage to see that they are properly understood. 

It would make it easier for the Japanese people to throw off 
the yoke of their militarist leaders and meet the demands for quit- 
ting the war which we are making. The Japs know they are de- 
feated. It only remains for us to convince them that they will gain 
more by surrendering now than by carrying on to the bitter end, 
which means the total destruction of their country. 

What the United States and Britain need to do is give a re- 
definition of unconditional surrender, and then see to it that it 
reaches the Japanese people. That could shorten the war.

But, and here Mr. Kaiser stab- 
bed a finger at a sore spot with- 
out trying to find out what makes 
it hurt, costs would have to be 
reduced. Otherwise, obviously, 
the people for whom it is intended 
to provide homes, whether for 
sale or for rent, couldn’t afford 
them without subsidies provided 
in one guise or another, in which 
case the man who does own his 
home through his own unassisted 
purchase or pays rent in an un- 
subsidized house will be compelled 
to house not only his own family 
but, to some extent, the families 
of others. 

When Thurman Arnold was an 
assistant attorney general _ in 
charge of the anti-trust division, 
his studies showed beyond argu- 
ment that one of the most impor- 
tant reasons why a carpenter, for 
example, couldn’t own a home was 
that, as a carpenter employed in 
building homes, he imposed waste- 
ful and expensive rules and cus- 
toms on the building industry. The 
carpenter would not handle cabi- 
net work, such as kitchen cabi- 
nets, which had been put together 
in Mass production at a mill. The 
electrician was in the same fix. 

At this point it is appropriate 
to touch up the close conspiracies 
of the master plumbers and elec- 
tricians and the contractors in 
league with them, who impose 
exorbitant and arbitrary  sur- 
charges and kickbacks on the cost 
of materials and even put through 
ordinances and state laws. 

All these artificial and unneces- 
sary costs must be reckoned in 
the price of each of those millions 
of new homes and they weigh 
heavily in the propaganda of hope- 
lessness and resignation which 
nowadays offers no solution but 
state or public housing for indi- 
vidual families at the expense of 
other families. In the end it 
comes. down to this—that the pub- 
lic is not asked to pay part of 
the purchase price or the rent of 
these new homes but to pay trib- 
ute to artisans, contractors and 
great manufacturing companies 
whose impositions run up the cost 
beyond the reasonable ability of

To Fight Inflation 


OPA Must Be Extended 


WASHINGTON—Everybody has a 
about OPA.

Right now it’s the scarcity of 
meat—good red meat—that we 
complain about most. There are 
folks in the big cities in the east, 
including this one, who have not 
seen the likes of a steak for 
weeks, and there are children, in- 
cluding my own five-year-old son, 
who probably would not know 
what a steak was if it was 
brought out, sizzling hot. 


This “is annoying. Something's 
wrong and something ought to be 
done about it. 


A steak sure would taste good. 
We know it and lots of other folks 
know it. Some of them are ready 
to use our longing for a _ steak 
and other things, our little griev- 
ances about OPA, to try to break 
down the price control machinery 
which, despite its faults, has kept 
living costs down and warded off 
inflation like that of the last war 
and afterward. 

After all, it is human nature for 
businessmen and farmers to want 
to let off the brakes and have a 
killing, even though they’ve done 
very nicely. Corporation profits, 
even after taxes, were double last 
year what they were before the 
war. Small businessmen, too, 
have done well. So have farmers, 
with a net income 165 per cent 
above 1939. 

A steak would taste mighty 
good, but is this the time to sell 
ourselves out for one? 

The war on OPA, which is just 
beginning in congress, first in the 
senate, is employing an insidious 
strategy. The slogan of OPA’s en- 
emies is “OPA is all right, but—.” 
There are some who would vote 
an extension for only three or 
six months longer, when, they say, 
congress could take another look. 

That may sound persuasive. But 
don’t be fooled. 

OPA expires June 30, unless 
congress extends it. The adminis- 
tration bifl would continue it an- 
other year. This is regarded as 
essential to carry through the Jap- 
anese war and the period of re- 
adjustment. 

Others in congress would amend 
the law in divers ways. Sen. 
Thomas, Democrat, Oklahoma, 
would establish a price structure 
to guarantee a profit on single 
items, instead of on the over-all 
operation. Sen. Taft, Republican, 
Ohio, is proposing one of similar 
import. 

Amendments of this character, 
according to OPA Administrator 
Chester Bowles, would start a 
vicious circle of price increases, 
which then would call for wage 
increases and lead, in the end, 
to inflation. 

Congress already has gone over 
the price control act, provision 
by provision, three times. It has

Mr.'Bowles and administration 
leaders envisage confusion, should 
the law be extended for only three 
to six months. That would mean, 
they say, that businessmen would 
hold back goods for expected 
higher prices, that consumers 
would begin to hoard, too, while 
prices still were low. This would 
be unfair* to law-abiding distribu- 
tors and consumers. Black mar- 
kets would multiply, Higher 
prices with an end to price ceil- 
ings, would reduce the value of 
war bonds. 


The inflation danger is. greater 
right now than ever. The people 
have the biggest backlog of sav- 
ings in history. If price controls 
were let off suddenly, this would 
Start a spending spree that would 
lead to inflation. OPA is grad- 
ually letting off price controls, as 
supply is built to demand, and 
intends to continue as conditions 
justify, but in an orderly way. 

The inflation pressure now is 
far heavier than during and just 
after the last war. The worst of 
that inflation came after the war. 
Anybody who lived through that 
era of high prices should not have 
to be warned, nor should he have 
to be reminded that it was fol- 
lowed by a collapse, the depres- 
sion of 1920-21, with unemploy- 
ment, foreclosures and bankruptcy.

Financial Changes in Proposed New Constitution 


(Editor’s Note: The League of 


Women Voters has pointed out that 
it considers the proposed constitu- 
tion an improvement over the present 
ne and advocates its ratification in 
Spite of the fact that the revision is 
far from complete. The proposed 
constitution contains 15 articles. This 
is the fifth of a series in which the 
League will explain the proposed 
changes in dethil Article VII of the 
proposed constitution its covered to- 
day.) 


ARTICLE VII—FINANCE, TAX- 


DEBT 
This entire article has been re- 
worded and rearranged for clarity. 


1. Exemption from taxation 
clarified. 


The present constitution gives 
the general assembly the right to 
exempt certain property from tax- 
ation, such as that used for re- 
ligious and educational purposes, 
etc. New sentences are added to 
this paragraph in the proposed 
constitution in an effort to cover 
adequately gifts of property given 
for such purposes. 

2. $2,000 homestead exemption 
provision clarified, 

The proposed constitution makes 
clear that homesteads are not ex- 
empt from taxes levied by munici- 
palities for school purposes. (In 
certain places in the state where 
cities and counties have joint 
school systems, confusion has aris- 
en under the present constitution 
as to whether homesteads were 
exempt from such taxation. A 
sentence has been added to clarify 
this matter.) It is also made clear

to any municipal taxes. 
The proposed constitution makes 
clear that the homestead exemp-

(Technicalities have, in the 
past, prevented those who partici- 
pated in the rural housing pro- 
gram from taking advantage of 
the homestead exemption. This 
has been clarified.) 


3. The purposes for which the 
state may levy taxes; section re- 
worded and the following new 
purposes added: 

(a) To provide a sinking fund 
to pay the principal and interest 
on the public debt. 

(b) To construct and maintain 
state buildings, airports and docks. 

(c) For public health purposes. 

(It is unbelievable that the pres- 
ent constitution’ includes no pro- 
vision that allows funds for a pub- 
lic health department. The pur- 
poses for which the state may tax 
at present includes “For educa- 
tional purposes in instructing chil- 
dren in the elementary branches 
of an English education only.” The 
proposed Constitution brings these 
provisions up to date. 


4. Allocations abolished. 

The allocation system for state 
revenue is abolished in the pro- 
posed constitution and all monies 
go into the general fund to be ap- 
propriated by the legislature. (The 
League has long advocated this 
change. By 1940 two-thirds of the 
state’s income was allocated dii- 
rectly to special departments 
while only one-third went into the 
general fund to be appropriated 
to other departments according to 
their needs.

The proposed constitution gives 
the general assembiy the power to 
district the territory of any county 
outside the limits of incorporated 
municipalities for the purpose of 
providing systems of waterworks, 
sewerage, sanitation and fire pro- 
tection. (These are new functions 
which the counties may assume if 
permission is granted by the legis- 
lature. If this authority had been 
granted directly to the counties it 
vould have meant more home 
rule. However, by giving this 
power to the general assembly, fu- 
ture constitutional amendments 
will be reduced.) 


7. Political subdivisions contract 
for use of public facilities extend- 
ed from 30 to 50 years.

8. Methods of voting 
changed.

county, the Fulton County Board 
of Education, Fulton county school 
district, College Park and any mu- 
nicipality wholly within Fulton 
county will also be submitted in 
the August election. This amend- 
ment provides that to pass bonds 
the assent of two-thirds of those 
voting is required and that the 
total number voting shall be a ma- 
jority of the registered voters. If 
the revised constitution is adopted 
and if this special local amendment 
is adopted, Fulton will have almost 
the same requirements as at pres- 
ent. The difference from the pres- 
ent situation for Fulton -vill be as 
follows: The total number voting 
must be a majority of the regis- 
tered voters, while at present the 
2-3 voting in favor of bonds must 
be a majority of the registered 
voters. A petition by 1-5 of the 
voters will no longer be required 
for Fulton school bonds because 
this has been repealed by statute. 

(There is also to be a special 
améndment authorizing Atlanta 
school bonds by the affirmative 
vote of a majority of those voting.) 

A new sentence permits coun- 
ties or municipalities, without a 
vote of the people, to accept fed- 
era] funds for preliminary plan- 
ning of public works, where the 
same must be repaid within 10 
years. 


9. Additional 3 per cent debt au- 
thorize 


The present constitution limits 
the debt that any city or county 
may vote itself to 7 per cent of 
the assessed value of the taxable 
property. The proposed constitu- 
tion provides for an additional 
debt of 3 per cent for emergencies. 
but it must be repaid with'n five 
years. This requires a favorable 
vote by a majority of the voters, 
as do above-mentioned bond pro- 
visions. 


10. Temporary loans authorized. 

Since taxes are largely collected 
in ber, many cities and 
counties are forced to issue war 
rants at heavy discount rates to 
take care of expenses during the 
year. This new provision permits 
cities and counties to obtain tem- 
porary loans so as to stay on a 
cash basis. These loans are limit: 
ed to 75 per cent of the previous 
year’s income and must be repaid 
before the end. of the year. 


11. Revenue anticipation obliga- 
tions extended to include gas and 
electric systems. 

In 1943 an amendment was pass- 
ed which permitted political sub- 
divisions to purchase or construct 
certain revenue-producing facili- 
ties. The revenue from a, water- 
works, for example, would used 
to pay off the debt incurred by 
its purchase, so cities and counties 
could acquire such facilities be- 
yond the 7 per cent limitation. 
Under the present constitution 
such facilities could not include 
gas and electric systems. A new 
provision in the proposed constitu- 
tion extends this right so _ that 
cities and counties are permitted 
to issue revenue bonds to buy or 
construct gas and electric systems, 
provided that a majority of those 
voting vote in favor of it,.and that 
a majority of those registered 
vote.

Fast Trial Run, 
Assignment to Arcaro 
Raises Stock

LOUISVILLE, Ky. June 6.— 
(UF’})—Overlooking the odds and 
past performance, the hoys who 
ought to Know tonight established 
Hoop Jr., regarded as one of the 
east’s leading candidates, as the 
horse to beat in the 7lst annua!

Hooper, Florida contractor, led the 
trainers to swing their support to 
Hoop Jr. 


tion of the Wood Memorial last 
Wednesday turned a mile and an 
eighth with an exercise boy up to- 
day in 1:51 3-5. The boy, under in- 
structions from Trainer Ivan 
Parke, the former jockey, let the 
horse run as he wished. 


As word of that performance 
got around the stables, the train- 
ers appeared almost unanimous in 
establishing Hoop Jr. as the out- 
standing contender. They still 
felt, however, that the Run for the 
Roses this year was wide open, 
with the usual Derby prep and 
trial races having failed to estab- 
lish a definite betting favorite. 


“Any one of the horses which 
are entered can take it,” said Ben 
Jones, Calumet Farm trainer who 
saddled Lawrin and Whirlaway 
for Derby victories in 1938 and 
1941. Although impressed with 
Hoop Jr., he still felt that his Pot 
o’Luck had as good a chance as 
any of the other possible starters. 

The Calumet Farm’s thorough- 
bred was made a co-favorite with 
Jeep, the standard-bearer of C. V. 
Whitney, in the latset Derby odds. 
They were quoted at four to one 
tonight, reflecting an increase in 
the odds on Jeep, which were three 
to one yesterday, and a decrease 
in the quotation on Pot o’ Luck. 
The latter had been five to one. 

The odds on Hoop Jr. dropped 
from 10-1 to six to one, and if he 
continues to gain support he may 
go to the post the favorite. In 
winning the second sectior of the 
Wood, Hoop Jr. ran the mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:45—4-5 of a sec- 
ond faster than Jeep, winner of 
the first section. Arcaro, the only 
jockey to ride Saturday who has 
won the Kentucky classic, was up 
on Hoop Jr. that day.

Krupp von Bohlen and Halbach,

“Hey,” yelled Col. Thomas Crys- 
tal of New York City, “I'll bet this 
is the best looking bunch «* pev- 
ple ever to enter this house.” Ev- 
eryone cheered, even some 0on- 
Nazi German entertainers who 
didn’t understand a word he said. 

The Krupp estate is one of those 
strange ye gene of war which 
an army finds on its hands. When 
Essen was captured American pa- 
trols following broad private roads 
came to a monstrous eight-story 
building in which the trembling 
heir to one of the worid’s greatest 
fortunes resided alone, attended 
by a depleted staff.

I am afraid that because of the weather many of us will be 
short, in this area_at least, on some of the small fruitS for can- 
ning. Our strawberry crop is going to be small, and we accepted 


long ago the sad fact that apples 


and pears will also be scarce be- 


cause of the early warm weather and the subsequent cold spell. 
The meat shortage may teach many of us that we can feed our chil- 
dren more fresh vegetables and salads and cottage cheese than in 
the past, and I am quite sure that we will find they thrive on 


this diet.

STUFFED EGG SALAD 

Hard cook 9 eggs, cool, peel and 
cut in half lengthwise. Remove 
the yolks and mash them with a 
fork. Mix with 1 cup fish flakes, 
1-2 teaspoon grated onion, 1-4 tea- 
spoon paprika, 1 tablespoon minced 
parsley, 1-2 teaspoon sult (more if 
needed), 1-2 teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce and enough wel) sea- 
soned mayonnaise to moisten.
